Plans Visit to Georgia

NEW YORK, Nov. 9.—(/)—lIn his 
first message to the American people, 
President-elect Franklin D. Roosevelt 
today thanked them for their support 
in yesterday's election and began plan- 
ning his work on the New ‘York state 
budget and a visit to Warm Springs, 
Georgia. 

Mr. Roosevelt will leave for Warm 
Springs between now and Thanksgiv- 
ing, probably stopping at least over- 
night in Washington, where there will 
be an opportunity to meet President 
Hoover. 

Thanksgiving will be spent at the 
Georgia health resort and the presi- 
dent-elect probably will remain there 
for a week, 

_ In his message today Mr. Roosevelt 
invited the people “to help in the hap- 
py task of restoration.” 

The message was sent to the nation 
.from his siudy in the East Sixty-fifth

him was James A. Farley, the man- 
ager of his campaign, elated but with 
weariness plainly evident, and several 
members of his family.

“It means that I am sure that the 
masses of the people of this nation 
firmly believe that there is great and 
actual possibility of an orderly recov- 
ery through a well-conceived and ac- 
tively directed plan of action. Such a 
lan has been presented to you and you 
have expressed approval. 

“This, my friends, is most reassur- 
ing.

HAVANA, Nov. 9.—(4)—The er- 
gatic tropical storm which has kept 
the West Indies in apprehension for 
the last week struck the three eastern 
provinces of Cuba today, killing 10 
persons, injuring more than 200 and 
causing great property damage. 

The department of sanitation in 
Havana was informed that the need 
for medical supplies in Camajuani, a 
city of 23,000 in Santa Clara prov- 
ince, was i.perative. Supplies and 
physicians were sent from Cienfuegos 
and 200 doses of anti-tetanus serum 
were rushed from Havana. 

A special rescue train was organ- 
ized to leave Havana for Camaguey, 
in Camagney province, as soon as 
possible, All physicians and nurses in 
municipal hospitals were ordered to 
be ready to leave at a moment’s no- 


tice.

Mrs. Ella 
Boole, ealled upon her white ribbon 
followers to gird for battle—to -ad- 
vance, not retreat, and other drys, 
notably the Methodist board of tem- 
perance at Washington, said the elec- 
tion could not in any sense be termed 
a “wet victory.”

These supporters will expect some 
sort of reward. They will expect. at 
least, to find the White House door 
open to them, and to be consulted on 
major policies. 

It is possible that the new presi- 
dent, for his own purposes, may want 
to give them recognition. For years 
it has been a political axiom that 
there are more republicans than demo- 
crats in the country, and Mr. Roose- 
velt may feel that his on! hope of 
real majority control is to keep some 
Snagag erstwhile republicans on his 
side. 

This all may be somewhat difficult 
to work out. The democrats in con- 
gress, for instance, are jealous of 
their committee chairmanships. On 
the leadership which Mr. Roosevelt is 
able to bring to this problem, and the 
extent of control he is able to exer- 
cise over the assorted groups of his 
sujyporters, may depend whether this 
country is to see the birth of a real 
liberal party. 

The guess of many political observ- 
ers is that, times being what they 
are, next March will see installed in 
the cabinet some of the outstanding 
democrats who are considered ‘safest” 
by the industrial world. How far can 
the new president go in that direction 
without alienating his wester friends? 

It is a problem which he must solve 
for himself. Elected as he was, with 
the diverse support he had, it is not 
a question which is likely to be left 
to any council of party leaders. 

As for the republicans, it is difficult 
to see how they can do anything but 
make a fresh start. from the ground 
up. Their worst defeat since the dis- 
astrous split of 1912 raises sharply 
the problem, not only of policies, but 
of leaders; and not only what leaders, 
but what kind of leaders. 

It would be exceptional if Mr. Hoo- 
ver, after the overwhelming defeat he 
has suffered. should again aspire to 
party leadership.

ATTACK ON DEFICIT 


Party Will Seek To Wipe 
Out $200,000 Debt in 
Near Future. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 9.—(/)—James 
A. Farley, democratic nationa] chair- 
man, said today that as soon as the 
“loose ends of the ec: mpaign are clean- 
ed up” the committee will make an 
appeal for additional funds to wipe 
out the party deficit. 

Althongh Farley did not disclose 
the amount of the deficit, it was 
understood that the intensive cam- 
paign of the last week had run the 
cost up beyond the amount which has 
been set and resulted in a deficit of 
some $200,000 for the 1932 cam- 
paign. 

During the campaign just closed 
the nationa! committee paid off $200,- 
000 of $300,000 it owed the County 
Trust Con panv, of New York, as 1. 
deficit from the 1928 campaign of 
former Governor Alfred E, Smith. It 
was said that while the previous defi- 
cit vas reduced by $200,000, the defi- 
cit of the campaign just closed about 
equaled the reduction, leaving the 
party in practically the same finan- 
cial position it was before the 1932 
campaign began.

Actual precedent is against startling 
action. Few departed pres.» ents have 
done anything but get along as best 
they could with congress until March 
4 brought freedom from office. Occa- 
sionally, as in the case of President 
Taft, they arranged to keep the in- 
coming president informed and fa- 
miliar with critical developments on 
which action might be required im- 
mediately upon assuming office. 


But history records two proposals, 
both mentioned in the final days of 
this campaign. which are free to presi- 
( nt Hoover’s hand if he wishes to 
employ them, 

Woodrow Wilson, say biographers, 
thinking defeat. possible in 1916, re- 
solved to turn over the presidential 
office immediately after election day. 
It can be done simply enough. 


Abraham Lincoln, during the clos- 
ing months of his first term, feared 
defeat, and he proposed to eall in his 
successor for co-operation during the 
final months. 

But both won, and the extraordi- 
nary plans came to naught. The pub- 
lic was not even aware of them until 
long after. 

Most defeated presidents almost dis- 
regarded their successors until inaugu- 
ration day except for extending the 
congratulation of the gracious loser. 
Then tradition called for their appear- 
ance together at the capitol. One, An- 
drew Johnson, ignored even this bit, 
remaining at the White House during 
the inangura! ceremonies. But he had 
failed to obtain nomination by his 
party and the inaugural was for the 
py who supplanted him within that 
old. 


Taft, beaten by Woodrow Wilson 
in 1912, faced at the end of his term 
a critical situation in Mexico. Inter- 
vention on behalf of Americans in 
thr disordered country, was a ques- 
tion which might have to be decided 
any day. He made everyting ready 
for such a step, sent to Wilson all 
confidential information on the crisis, 
and refrained from committing the 
country to any decisive policy, leaving 
this to the man who would have to 
carry it forward. 

Wilson's idea—four years later—of 
vacating office immediately if defeat- 
ed, was adopted for a most critical 
time in national history. The World 
War was in full swing. German sub- 
marines were sinking American ships. 
Everything was shaping up for the 
American intervention, which came 
next April. 

He proposed, it is said, to ‘urn over 
the presidential office to Charles Evans 
Hughes, his republican opponent, by 
obtaining the resignation of Lansing, 
his own secretary of state, appoint- 
ing Hughes to that office, obtaining 
the resignation of the vice president 
and ther himself resigning. The sue- 
cossion law provides for the secretary 
of state to take over. 


VICTORY IN DEFEAT 
SEEN BY THOMAS 


CHICAGO, Nov. 9.—(?)}—Defeat 
today was a “victory” to Norman 
Thomas, socialist candidate for pres- 
ident. 

The apparent increased ballot for 
his party, he said before leaving here 
for New York last night, forecast 
more interest in his party. 

Socialism, Thomas mairtained, re- 
ceived more of the so-called “protest 
vote.” Gains ‘ndicated for the party 
in early returns were gains from 
“convinced socialists.” 

“It is evident,” Thomas said, “that 
what we got was the convinced so- 
cialist vote. Obviously, the mass pro- 
test vote went with a great rush to 


Governor Roosevelt. . . . 

“We socialists will carry on. Our 
big problem is now organ:zation. The 
fine, young intellectual element which 
composes the nucleus of socialism is 
the most hopeful factor in America.” 

Thomas picked up so many votes in 
yesterday's election that on a scant 
23,842 districts reported, out of the 
119.723 total, he had within 40,000 
of his total vote four years ago.

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PATRONAGE STORM 
LOOMS FOR SOUTH 


Wholesale Turnover in 
Jobs Expected To Fol- 
low Election.

The sun of a democratic landslide 

shone on millions in the literally “solid 
south” today, but the shadow of an 
impending patronage turnover fell on 
thousands of federal apopintees, even 
unto the second and thirsl postmasters. 

Franklin D. Roosevelt’s sweep of 
the nation not only altered the face 
of things at Washington in a major 
way, but paved the way for a politi- 
cal-patronage house-cleaning in Dixie 
that wiil be felt long after hits tenure 
of office. 

One high federal appointee Iaughed 
heartily here today when asked by the 
United Press what he assumed would 
be the effect “patronagely-speaking” 
of the Roosevelt victory, and suggested

The appointee questioned had served 
without interruption under three re- 
publican presidents, Harding, Coolidge 
and Hoover, but he indicated he would 
not be surprised, ultimately, to be ask- 
ed to surrenderd his office to a demo- 
erat. He indicated, also, complete ac- 
quiescence in the theorys that “to the 
victor belongs the spoils.” 

“Of course,” he said, “the civil serv- 
ice applies to all below third-class 
postmasters, so that, for example, I do 
not anticipate much of a change in the 
postmen who bring you your bills, nor 
in the men who sell you stamps. with 
which to mail out your checks.

of a. successor... He cannot be reap- 
pointed. 

The army of federal marshals, fed- 
eral district attorneys, postmasters, 
now serving in the south is faced with 
the possibility of replacement by demo- 
erats the moment their individual 
terms expire. It has been the custom, 
the United Press was informed, to let 
an opposing party appointee serve out 
his term, however. 

In the case of federal judgeships, the 
tenure is for life, with removal only 
on cause. Filling of any vacancies in 
future, however, might be expected to 
bring preference to more democratic 
aspirants, but the patronage line is 
not so finely drawn on judgeships as 
on the other appointments.

Women Hoping tor Cabinet Post 
As Reward for Roosevelt Support

WASHINGTON, Nov. 9.—(?)— 
One senatorship held, one governor- 


ship gained, a few seats secure in the 
house, today were women’s election 
winnings—slight enough to _ focus 
feminine attention and hope on the 
possibility of a woman in the cabinet. 


One of the outstanding arguments 
that democratic women campaigners 
used against Hoover was that he had 
not rewarded his 1928 “woman-vote” 
with appointive posts. Their publica- 
tions prophesied that a woman in the 
cabinet would be part of the “new 
co rg promised by Franklin Roose- 
veit. 


With Roosevelt’s election an aval- 
anche in which women obviously play- 
ed a considerable part, the chance for 
“first woman” at the cabinet table 
became paramount, comment centered 
on Frances Perkins, the New York 
avoman who has ably served Roosevelt 
on his state labor portofolio, for sec- 
retary of labor. Mentioned also, but in 
connection with other posts, bave been 
Representative Ruth Bryan Owén, of 
Florida, and Nellie Tayloe Ross, for- 
mer Wyoming governor. 

The women victors in the great up- 
heaval that was yesterday’s election, 
were, for the most part, veterans of 
many campaigns, 


True, Hattie Caraway won her six-| 


year seat in the senate on a one-year 
record there, but she had campaign- 
canny Huey Long’s help on the hust- 
ings. 

Marian A. (Ma) Ferguson, also bol- 
stered ‘by practical masculine political 
sagacity, that of her husband Jim, 
won her way back into the Texas 
governor’s chair. 

First feminine triumph announced 
for the house of representatives in 
this “democratic year’ was that of 
Representative Mary T. Norton, of 
New Jersey’s new 13th district (lucky 
for her), the first woman democrat 
ever to sit in the house. She was four 
times elected from the old New Jer- 
sey 12th. 

Mrs. Pratt was last of the pictures- 
que “three Ruths” who won house 
seats in the 4-year-ago election, to fall 
by the ballot box. Ruth Hanna Mce- 
Cormick, now Mrs. Albert Gallatin 
Simms, while serving her first house 
term made an Illinois senate race and 
lost to J. Hamilton Lewis. Ruth Bryan 
Owen was defeated in this year’s 
Florida primaries by Mark Wilcox. 
Regardless of election counts the cur- 
rent list of seven “ladies of the house” 
was due to be still further depleted by 
the withdrawal from politics of Repre- 
sentative Effiegene Wingo, of Arkan- 
sas, and the brief career allotted to 
Mrs. Willa Eslick, of Tennessee, who 
is merely serving out the term of her 
deceased husband.

SPLINT FOR BOW LEG IN 
YOUNG CHILDREN. 

There is only one way to straighten 
bow leg in a person over five years ol 
age, and that is by operation on the 
bent bone. No splint or appliance can 
in the slightest degree correct such 
deformity in wn adult. 

In babies just beginning to walk a 
considerable bowing of the legs may 
be one manifestation of rickets, which 
nutritional disease is due to In 
adequate Vitamin D in diet. If such 
infants are given their place in the 
sun, and a fair diet and a fair op- 
portunity to use their legs, they will 
generally straighten out all right

Foods which supply considerable 
Vitamin D and should be given the 
baby to prevent rickets and bony de- 
formities are yolk of egg, fresh milk 
from pasture fed cows, cream, butter. 
Plain cod liver oil is the richest 
source of Vitamin D and it is a good 
rule to give every baby a cod liver oil 
from the age of one 
month to the age of one year, from a 
few drops daily at first to a teaspoon- 
ful or two daily after the age of six 
months. 

Massage and manipuation of the 
bowed legs is of no evident value in 
the treatment of bow legs. Exercise 
outdoors in the sunlight or at least 
in the daylight or skyshine is far 
more effective in hastening the 
straightening of the bones. For this 
reason give the baby a pushmobile as 
soon as he can sit in one, later a 
velocipede, and wien he is three or 
four years old a bicycle, to encourage 
him to get the exercise he needs for 
his legs and his general metabolism. 

Some physicians believe a simple 
splint aids in the correction of bow 
This is a straight 
splint of light wood padded to protect 
the inner malleolus (ankle  promi- 
nence) and the inner edge of the aead 
of the leg bone just below the knee. 
Attach the lower end of the splint by 
a leather strap sewed to the inner 
edge of the sole of the shoe so as tu 
hold the splint upon the inner mal- 
leolus. A small strap should buckle 
around the upper part of the leg just 
below the knee and hold the splint in 
place there. ‘Three strips of elastic 
webbing long enough to encircle leg 
and splint are attached to the splint 
one above the other and fitted with 
buckles at the rear edge of splint. 
These elastic straps are to be tighien- 
ed around the leg moderately, not 
tight enough to cause pain. They 
must produce mild pressure over the 

eatest convexity of the deformity.

War debts and disarmament agree- 
ments involve tariff policy and the 
various plans suggested for restoring 
economic and financial conditions the 
world around through international co- 
operation, 

European debtors of the United 
States claim they can meet their obli- 
gations only in manufactured goods 
and they complain that tariff barriers 
prevent this. 

The Hoover disarmament program, 
providing for a reduction of practically 
one-third in all land and sea arma- 
ments, is based on the assumption 
that world prosperity can be restored 
by radical reductions in defense ex- 
penditures.

One on Vanderbilt-Tennessee? 


It is to be regretted that the Literary Digest did not take a 
straw ballot on the Vanderbilt-Tennessee game. The Digest 
seems to have the art of prestidigitation down pat, so to speak. 

There were more than a few of our important minds 
fumbling around with the Herbert Hoover-F ranklin D. 
Roosevelt matter. Mr. Hoover was quoted as saying that 
he was absolutely positive that he would be re-elected. 
But all the while the Digest said he would take a terrific 
pasting, to speak in the vernacular. 

This was not just one shot for the Digest, but one of several 
with no misses. A political forecast is not very much more dif- 
ficult than a football forecast—although I must confess the fore- 

‘casting on the Hoover chances was something like forecasting 
the chances of the Tech freshmen against the Pitt Panthers—Mr. 
Hoover having no more chance than that. 
Had someone with forethought encugh set the Digest 
at the task of determining the winner of the Vandy-Vol 
game there would alreadv be enough straw votes to make 
a lot of mattresses and the result, and maybe the score, 
would be known. 
It seems that one or two straw vote takers had attempted the 
case and there are six or eight straws for Tennessee and not one 
“straw for Vanderbilt. The voting indicates that Tennessee will 
carry 42 states, run close behind in Pennsylvania, Vermont and 
Maine and run up the greatest majority any Tennessee team has 
_ ever received. 

Two or three jittering Vanderbilt alumni were en- 
countered Wednesday afternoon. ‘“There is just one 
hope,” said one. “I see by the papers where the East 
Tennessee republicans from around Knoxville took an 
awful shellacking in the state elections. Maybe that 
means there is to be an upset in the election Saturday.” 
The Vanderbilt alumni are in a pitiful fix. They haven’t won 

in four years and they see the future as through a glass darkly. 

The Digest poll couldn’t be worse than the one they’ve read. 


ROBERTS A GREAT BACK. 
When it comes to,the matter of blocking and carrying the 
football there is no, better back in Dixie than Dixie Roberts, the 
Vanderbilt ace. Neither Don Zimmerman, Jimmy Hitchcock, 
Johnny Cain or Beatty Feathers can show him anything about 
carrying the football. He does not kick or pass as well as some, 
but he does that job well enough. 

There seems to be an opinion, among those who saw 
Elmer Oliphant, the great Army back, that Roberts runs 
more nearly like him than any back who has appeared 
in some time. Jack Cannon, of Notre Dame, thought 
so, as did one or two other veteran football players and 
observers. 

Freddie Russell quotes Curly Byrd, for 17 years coach and 
director of athletics at Maryland, as follows: 

““As a ball carrier, I place Roberts along with Jim 
Thorpe and Elmer Oliphant,” Byrd said. “I never have 
seen a harder running back. If Roberts were placed in a 
backfield with Thorpe and Olivhant, I believe he would 
gain as much ground as either.” 

Roberts does most of the running for Vanderbilt, all the 
kicking, most of the passing, much of the blocking and most of 
the punt returning. Outside of that about all he does in a foot- 
ball game is stand around and take things easy. 


GEORGIA TECH’S CHANCES. 

Georgia Tech’s schedule for next season will be similar to 
the one this fall. There will be no array of set-up games. Tech’s 
schedule makers annually confer with Coach William Alexander, 
but will have none of this business of putting him on a soft spot. 

‘‘A tough schedule isn’t so hard,” he said, “if you 
have any luck at all with injuries. The Tech team has 
played, and is still playing, a difficult schedule. But 
there are no ill effects from it at all. We simply have 
the men in the finest physical condition possible and go 
ahead with the games. The boys would know that set-up 
games were not real tests and so would the public. We 
like to play football, the boys get fun out of it, and they 
want to play real opponents.” 

And so there you are. And the Jackets are correct about it. 
Some day they will knock over a team they aren’t supposed to 
beat and there will be more fun and recompense in that than 
in beating five or six teams of no standing. 

Tech will be shooting the works against Alabama. 

And there is a slim chance the Jackets may win. The 

Tide doesn’t seem to be very smart defensively, although 

perhaps it doesn’t have to be, there being so much weight 

in there. And power. : 

The Jackets are in shape for the game and will make it one 
of the greatest ever. And I rather imagine those who stayed at 
home, fearing Tulane would run away with the game last week, 
will be in their seats Saturday.

Defeated Leader Says 
Party Sentiment Is for 
Co-operation. 


PALO, Alto, Cal., Nov. 9.—(#)— 
Herbert Hoover, private citizen and 
businessman, was the ticket President 
Hoover wrote for himself today as 
of next March 4. 

As the final straggling returns from 
yesterday’s polls poured in, showing 
even more clearly the overwhelming 


victory of Franklin D. Roosevelt, the | 


chief executive told newspaper corre- 
spondents quietly, but with a smile, 
that after the inauguration of his op- 


ponent he would definitely leave pub- | 


lic office and return to private life. 
A half an hour after he arose this 
morning, following what he termed 
his “best night’s sieep in years,” Mr. 
Hoover received newspapermen in the 
spacious living room of his home,

Nadya Alliluieva was a thoroughly 
self-effacing woman, going quietly 
about her own affairs, reflecting none 
of the glory of her husband, who is 
Russia’s most powerful figure. 

Only last July she was graduated 
from the All-Union Industrial Acad- 
emy, where for three years she had 
studied the manufacture of artificial 
silk. Her certificate of graduation 
qualified her for a high technical or 
administrative post in the soviet tex- 
tile industry. 

There was an amusing item about 
her several months ago when she was 
posted for cutting classes and failure 
to return a couple of library books. 

Her name appeared on the school 
bulletin board with a list of other de- 
linquents, but even her fellow students 
up to then had been unaware that 
this quiet person was the wife of the 
soviet strong man. She enjoyed no 
unusual prvileges in the school, but 
she was a diligent student and like 
most of her classmates spent her re- 
cess periods at work on her bouks. 

She was the mother of two children, 
but in accordance with the soviet 
policy of withdrawing women from 
housework’ to industry, ‘she did not 
allow her domestic responsibilities to 
interfere with her work. 

She used to ride on the trolley car 
from her home in the Kremlin to the 
school. Five days a week she spent 
s:ei. hours at school, polished off 
her housework after she got home, 
then studied until bedtime. 

She married Joseph Stalin in 1919 
when she was barely 17 years old. 
She was his second wife. Stalin’s son 
by a previous marriage is now nearly 
24. He lives with his father and step- 
mother. 

Madame Stalin was of medium 
height, inclined to plumpness. She 
wore exceedingly plain clothes, usually 
a skirt and blouse, and wore her long, 
brown hair combed straight back from 
her forehead and done up in a knot 
behind.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 9.—Another 
step was taken today toward the cher- 
ished ambition of many southern 
families—the restoration of Stratford- 
on-Potomac, the birthplace of General 
Robert EF. Lee. 

Approximately 10,000 men and wom- 
en gathered about the country, in 
towns and cities, for a nation-wide 
card party, the proceeds from which 
will be used to restore Stratford Hall, 
standing a hundred miles south of 
here in Westmoreland county, Vir- 
ginia, 

The dignified old home is owned 
now by the Robert E. Lee Memorial 
Foundation. 

It was built by Colonel Thomas 
Lee, the first native-born governor 
of Virginia. It was the birthplace of 
two signers of the Declaration of In- 
dependence, Richard Henry Lee and 
Francis Lightfoot Lee; the home of 
Lighthorse Harry Lee, a Revolution- 
ary War hero; and the birthplace of 
the general. 

The party was set to mark the 
200th anniversary of the birth of 
Richard Henry Lee. 

The home meant much to the gen- 
eral, as he wrote to his wife in 1861: 
“In the absence of a home, I wish I 
could purchase Stratford. That is the 
only other place that I could go to, 


now accessible to us, that would in- 
spire me with feelings of pleasure and 
local love. It is a poor place, but .we 
could make enough cornbread and 
bacon for our support and the girls 
would weave us clothes. I wonder 
if it is for sale and at how nch.” 

The school of fine arts at Yale 
University has undertaken to guide 
the restoration with the hope of mak- 
ing it one of the most perfectly re- 
stored houses in America. 


_ At one time it had one of the finest 
libraries in Virginia. The stables held 
a hundred horses and the kitchen has 
a fireplace “big enough to roast an 
Ox. 


The house is a U-shaped structure 
of brick, with a long flight of stairs

NEW YORK, Nov. 9,—(/)—Finan- 
cial markets were heavy today in the 
first “post-election” trading. Activity 
was very light in both stocks and 
bonds. which led some brokers to feel 
that results of trading had not been 
entirely conclusive. In neither direc- 
tion nor turnover did the markets vary 
greatly from many of those over the 
past month or so. . 

Leading stocks lost 1 to more than 
8 points on total sales of 1,268,060 
shares. Bonds droned through a quiet 
day, showing a small average loss. 
Wheat averaged a cent and a half 
lower while cotton was off 80 cents 
to $1 a bale. 

Wall Street brokerage houses point- 
ed out that the results of Tuesday’s 
balloting had not been a surprise in 
many quarters. Several thought there 
should be real advantages to business 
in termination of the political cam- 
paign which, it has been said, had de- 
terred expansion in some lines.
